Sec, 1 . Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ 
That the legal voterSf resident in the orwtnal surveyed township number 
nine, range two, east, in the county of Lucas, are hereby authorized to 
take a vote for or against the sale of section sixteen, in said townsbipt 
on the first Monday of April in any year hereafter.. 

Sec* % The trustees of said township shall give sixty days previous 
notice of the time apd place of talcing said vote, by posting up, in each 
school district in said township, written notices, setting forth that at sakl 
time and place the opinion of the leeal voters of said township will bo 
taken, by ballot, for or against the sale of school section sixteen in the 
same, and notifying every voter to attend on said day and cast hic} baSUit 
for or against said sale* 

Sjbc. 3. The said vote shall be taken, by ballot, between the hours of 
ten A. M., and three P. M., of said day; and said trustees shall act as 
judges in taking said vote, aided by two clerks, to be appointed bv said 
trustee^ one of whom shall be the clerk of said township, if there is any 
such, and each votershall write upon bis ballot, ^sale' or, *no sale;' and the 
clerk shall keep a list of the voters, and, together with the. tmrteoi, diall 
make and Fii^n two . poll books, setting forth the*number of votes castj 
and the namber for and against a sale, and one of saicTpoll books shall be 
retained by the said trustees, and the other shall be forthwith deposited 
with the Huditor of the said ccuntv of Lucas. 

Sxc 4^ If the majority of ballots cast at said election, shall hav^in* 
dorsed thereon the word sale, the trustees of said towndHp shall file iheir 
petition in the court of common pleas within and for said county ot Lu- 
cas, at. any subsequent term thereof, setting forth the calling of said meei- 
inff; the giving of said notice; the taking of said vote; that the eame Nh 
suited in favor of a sale of said section sixteen, and asking said court to 
appoint three disinterested freeholders, of said county, aiid not resident 
in said towojihip, to divide said section into lots, and return a just value* 
tk>n thereof, in maney;tluit said court, if they shall find that the said 
pi^oceodings have been had according to law, and in good faith, and with- 
out frauds sha]( appoint said appraisers, and issue their order, directing 
them, after being duly sworn, to proceed and divide said section into such 
lots and (^aiCeU ^ the court may direct, apd return a plat of such divis* 



loskf together with a just Taloation of each of aaid tracis, to the next 
teim of said court. 

Sxc. 5. The court, on the said returns being made, and having been, 
by the court, examined and found in all things regular and fair, shall order 
the same to be entered of record, together with all the proceedings in 
the premises; and the trustees of said township shall forthwith cause a 
copy of said record and proceedings to be filed with the auditor of said 
county of Lucas. 

Sjbc. 6. The auditor of the said county of Lucae shall, on the filing 
of said record and proceedings in his office, forthwith cause a notice to 
be published in some newspaper, published in said county, two of which 
shall be in said township, for six consecutive weeks previous to the day 
of sale, and which notice shall coptain a description of said land, the 
▼aluation of the same, and that the same will be offered for sale at public 
auction, at the door of the court house, in said county, upon a day there- 
in to be stated, at not less than the appraised value thereof, and at not 
less than five dollars per acre, one sixth of the purchase money to be paid 
in band, and the balance in five annual instalments with annual interest. 

8£C. 7. The purchaser at such sale, shall forthwith pay to the treas- 
urer of said cmmty of Lucas, the first instalment due on such purchase^ 
and the auditor of said county, on the receipt of the treasurer aforesaid 
beiair deposited with bim, shall give to the purchaser a certificate, stating 
the date of the sale, the name of the purchaser, ^ description of the land 
sold, the amount for which sold, the number, amount and time of pay- 
ment of said instalments, and that said purchaser, if said payments are 
punctually made, vritb annual interest thereon, or his heirs or assignees, 
rn writing, shall be entitled to a deed, in* fee simple, for the same, from the 
vTate of Ohio. 

Sffc. 8. The fifteenth, sixteenth, and seventeenth sections of the act 
entttWd« ^an adt to provide for the sale of section sixteen, granted by 
congress for the use of schools,'^ passed January twenty nmth, anno 
domini, one thousand eiflht hundred and twenty seven, are hereby re> 
▼ived and declared to be m force for the purpos^eof the sale and proceed- 
ing aforesaid, so far ns they are not modified by this act. 

Sw^ ^* The purchaser, on the payment of each instalment, shall 
pay the interest due on ail the purchase money unpaid at the time; and 
any purchaser, on the payment of all the purchase money, with interest 
up to the time of said payment, shall be entitled to his final certificate 
fit>m the said auditor, who is hereby required to issue the same on the 
presentation of ihe said treasurer's receipt of such payment, in full, 
navtng been made. 

Sfic. 10. Incase said lands are not sold at the time in said noUce 
specified, the auditor o^ said county may continue to ofifer the same at 
any future time or times, until all of said lands are sold, after having 
given the notice hereinbefore provided; provided that no sale shall be 
had, or any appraisement made, more than two years prior to the dc^of 
such sale. 

Sfic. 1 1'. The court, of common pleas aforesaid, are hereby author- 
iaed and required, on the petition of the. auditor of said county, setting 
forth the fact of the former appraisement or appraisements, and that two 
years have expired siace the time of the last appraisement, and that the 



lands still remain unsold, to appoint new appraisers; and the court 
and appraisers shall be governed by the provisions regulating the first 
appraisement.

September, anno domini, one thousand eight hundred and forty two; and 
Uiat any thing in the act to which this is an amendment, to t)ie contrary 
thereof, be and the same is hereby repealed.

Sbc. K Be it enacied iy the General Assembly of the Stale of Ohio^ 
That James M. Giikison, William B. Hammet) BcDJamin Gass, Daniel J* 
SwinDey^and Samuel Taylor and their associates and successorst be and 
they are hereby created « body corporate and politic, with perpetual 
succession, by the name and stylo of the Church of Christ, in the town 
of Mansfield, and by that name shi^l be entitled to all ihe rights, privile- 
ges, and immunities granted by, and shall be subject to all the restric- 
tions of, an act entiuedi^an act in relation to incorporated religious so- 
cieties,^' passed March fifths anno domini, one thousand eight hundred 
and thirty sii, and of an act entitled, ^an act securing to religious soci- 
eties a perpetuity of litle to lands and tenements, conveyed in trust for 
meeting houses, burying ^unds, or residences for preachers,'^ passed 
January three, anno domini, one thousand eight hundred and twenty 
five, and with full power and authority to sell and convey any real estate 
now belonging to said religious societies, for the benefit of said church* 

Sec* % liiat said corporation shall give ten days notice, by adver- 
tisement, posted up in three of the most public places in said town of 
Mansfield, of the time and place of their first meeting under the pro-' 
visions of this act*
